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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Ttie proposed amendment for the final anneal temperature of less tlian "(tlie precipitation nose temperature of Ti 
base precipitates OOC" recited by claim 9 and the final anneal temperature of less than "(the precipitation nose temperature of Ti base 
precipitates +/-50C" recited by claim 10 raise a new matter issue since no clear descriptive support exists for these temperature ranges in 
the original claims or disclosure. Note support is only shown for the final aneal temperature to be less than the precipitation nose 
temperature of Ti base precipitates +100C or preferably +50C. See original claims and pages 36 and 40 of Applicant's specification. 

Claim 8 would be a duplicate of claim 7 since they both recite the same limitation "wherein at least 50% of the total P content in the steel 
sheet is precipitated in the form of the Ti base precipitates. 

The newly proposed claims 13 and 14 recite additional alloying elements that were not presented in the finally rejected claims and therefore 
require further search and consideration. 
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
